Thirty-Second  Annual  Report. 


The  Carmarthen  Rural  District  comprises  all  the  Parishes 
in  the  Carmarthen  Union,  with  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of 
St.  Peter,  which  constitutes  the  Urban  District  of  Carmarthen. 

A circular  as  to  the  contents  and  arrangement  of  the 
Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  was  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  28th  of  December,  1921,  revising 
the  particulars  to  be  included,  by  the  omission  of  details  pre- 
viously required,  with  a view  to  the  curtailment  of  cost  of 
printing,  a fuller  report  being  called  for  at  intervals  of  five 
years. 

This  Report  will,  therefore,  be  drawn  up  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  therein  contained.

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The  Ratio  of  Non-Notified  Tuberculosis  Deaths  to  Total

There  were  38  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  registered,  and 
of  these  21  had  been  previously  notified  at  some  time  or  other, 
leaving  17  cases  un-notified. 

Out  of  a total  of  5r  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
1 q 2 3 , 32  were  noticed  by  private  practitioners,  and  19  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Physician,  under  the  control  of  the  Welsh 
National  Memorial.  Early  in  the  year  1922  all  general  prac- 
titioners in  the  area  were  circularized  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  reminding  them  of  their  obligations  to 
notify. 

4.  Causes  of  Sickness. 

No  specially  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity 
were  observed  in  the  district,  or  by  any  of  the  local  Medical 
practitioners. 

5.  Summary  of  Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals  and  other 
Institutions  available  for  the  District. 

(a)  General. — Seven  District  Nurses,  under  the  South 
Wales  Nursing  Association  (in  affiliation  with  Queen  Victoria 
Jubilee  Institute  for  Nurses)  distributed  as  follows: — Drefach, 
1;  Llanddarog,  1;  Llangendeirne,  1;  Abergwili,  1;  Nantgaredig 
1;  Llanstephan,  1;  Ferryside,  1.  Partly  employed  by  the 
County  Council  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work,  and  for 
School  Medical  Inspection,  being  paid  £60  a year  by  that  body 
for  these  services. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases. — No  provision. 

Midwives. — The  above  7 nurses,  each  holding  the  C.M.B. 
qualification,  act  as  Midwives.  There  is  also  one  Private 
C.M.B.  Midwife  practising  in  the  lownship  of  Laugharne. 

A sum  of  is  annually  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  6 
Nursing  Associations,  by  the  Carmarthen  Board  of  Guardians, 
for  nursing  attendance  on  any  paupers  that  may  be  required 
in  their  respective  districts.  In  addition  to  these  8 nurses 
attending  midwifery,  there  are  8 other  bona-fide  Nurse  Mid- 
wives practising  as  follows: — Laugharne,  1;  Ponthenry,  1; 
Nantgaredig,  i;  Llangendeirne,  1;  Llanllawddog,  1;  Cross 
Hands,  I;  Mydrim,  I;  and  Bancyfelin,  1. 

Also  there  are  three  whole-time  combined  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Nurses,  for  the  areas  served  by  the  following 
Schools: — One  for  Trelech  Village  School,  Penybont  Trelech, 
Alma  Trelech,  Penrhiwlas,  Abernant,  Nantcwm  Rhys  and 
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Merthyr.  One  for  Cwmduad,  Conwil,  Llanpumpsaint,  Llan- 
llawddog  and  Newchurch;  and  one  for  the  St.  Clears  three 
schools,  Llanddowror,  Laugharne,  Brook,  Llanginning,  My- 
drim  and  Bankyeflin.  These  are  all  employed  by,  and  pro- 
vided for,  by  the  County  Council.

Hospitals. — No  hospitals  exist  within  the  district. 

I.  The  Carmarthenshire  Infirmary  is  available  for  general 
surgical  and  Medical  cases,  situated  in  the  town  of 
Carmarthen,  and  is  capable  of  accommodating  29 
adults,  besides  6 children. 

No  subsidy  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Venerial  Diseases  may  be  treated  at  the  Swansea  Hos- 
pital, being  subsidised  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council.

Small  Pox. — In  view  of  the  possibility  of  cases  of 
Small  Pox  appearing,  and  there  being  no  available  means  of 
isolation,  a small  committee  of  the  Urban  Council  was  ap- 
pointed to  meet  representatives  of  the  Rural  Council  to  con- 
sider the  question. 

It  was  decided  that  a piece  of  land  should  be  acquired  by 
the  joint  Councils,  at  a nominal  rent  of  £5  per  annum, 
in  an  isolated  position,  in  the  parish  of  Llanllawddog,  in  the  Rural 
District,  and  within  easy  access  of  the  Town  of  Carmarthen, 
where  a temporary  structure  could  be  erected  in  a few  hours, 
for  the  purpose  of  isolating  any  case  that  might  suddenly  occur 
and  a wooden  detachable  bungalow  was  purchased  at  a cost  of 
£j o,  capable  of  providing  accommodation  for  one  or  two  male 
and  female  patients,  with  kitchen  and  sleeping  accommoda- 
tion for  two  nurses.  Arrangements  were  come  to  with  the 
Officials  of  the  County  Infirmary  whereby  nurses  and  bedding 
could  be  immediately  provided,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  given  full  power  to  provide  the  necessary  furniture 
and  stores  locally.  This  arrangement  is  but  a temporary  one, 
to  provide  for  any  sudden  emergency,  pending  the  provision 
of  a permanent  Isolation  Hospital  by  the  County  Authorities.

Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  some  houses  in  Laugharne,  Llan- 
stephan  and  Ferryside,  and  certain  isolated  country  houses, 
there  is  little  disposal  of  excrement  by  the  water-carriage  sys- 
tem. The  pail-closet  system  is  the  one  chiefly  in  vogue,  but 
some  pit  privies  still  exist,  which  are,  however,  being  gradu- 
ally converted  into  the  pail  system. 

In  the  Llangendeirne  Sub-district  there  exist:  Water 
Closets,  139;  Pail  Closets,  2,351;  Pit  Privies,  109;  and  in  the 
St.  Clears  Sub-district:  Water  Closets,  441;  Pail  Closets, 
4,179;  Pit  Privies,  324.  No  closets  have  been  converted  into 
the  water-carriage  system  during  the  year  1923. 
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Work  of  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  following  places,  where  food  is  prepared,  were  regu- 
larly inspected. 

Twenty-two  bakehouses,  20  slaughter-houses  and  4 milk 
factories.

There  are  20  licensed  slaughter-houses,  to  which  44  visits 
were  paid. 

Their  condition,  although  for  the  most  part  crude  in 
structure,  is  good,  and  they  are  well  ventilated  and  sanitary. 

No  public  abattoir  exists. 


Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

Clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  are  conveyed  from  infected 
houses  to  the  steam  disinfector  in  the  town  of  Carmarthen,  a 
charge  of  15s.  being  made  for  each  heating.  A new  Thresh 
steam  disinfector  was  purchased  from  the  Army  Disposal 
Board  for  future  use,  but  has  not  yet  been  erected. 

Houses  and  rooms  are  usually  disinfected  with  Formaline 
Gas  after  cases  of  infectious  disease. 


Action  Under  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-five  visits  were  paid  to  Dairies 
and  Cow-sheds,  and  61  notices  were  given  to  cleanse,  ventilate 
and  structurally  improve.
